STINGERS HEAD TO TORONTO THEN FACE BISHOP'S AT HOME 


Men's Basketball Update: The sixth- ranked Stingers won the first three games of their road 
trip defeating Carleton 85-68, Queen's 77-52 and York 95-80. The road trip ended with an 
87-86 overtime loss to Bishop's. Dino Perin (Montreal, Que.) averaged 15.5 points and 8 
rebounds per game with a high of 24 points against Ottawa. Mick Arvanitis (Montreal, Que.) 
had 26 points against York while averaging 5 rebounds a game. Ernie Rosa (Montreal, Que.) 
had 4 season-high 21 points against Queen's. 


This Week: John Dore’s Concordia basketball team, 14-4 overall and 10-1 in league play, 
are in Toronto to play the ¥Yarsity Blues on January 26. They return to entertain Bishop's on 
January 30 at 8:00 p.m. This game has been designated Spaghetti Night as the first 350 
students will receive a dinner courtesy of P.J.'s Pub. 


A Quick Look at Toronto: The Blues are 5-4in the 0.U.AA. including their 96-85 loss to 
the Stingers January 5. Last year the Blues were 29-7 overall and made their first appearance 
in the C.1.A.U. Final Four. There are four returning starters including All-Canadian Mark 
Harvey (6-9), 0.U.AA. All-Star Nick Saul (6-0), Art Sharp (6-3) and0.UAA. All-Star 
Rob Wilson (6-8). With twelve returning players the new Blues’ coach Ken Olynyk 
expected his team to get off to a better start than they did. However, Toronto has won its last five 
games. 
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&é Quick Look at Bishop's: The Gaiters are currently 10-1 inO.UAA. play after defeating 
Carleton and losing to Ottawa. Bishop's is now tied with Concordia for first place in the O.UAA. 
East. This is the second meeting between the Stingers and the Gaiters with Bishop's winning 
87-86 in OT in Lennoxville. All-Canadian and League MY¥P David King had 26 points in that 
game including the winning 3 point basket. Pierre Tibblin should be watched because he is 
the Gaiters’ leading scorer while adding 21 points of his own in the win over the Stingers. 

Head Coach Eddie Pomykala, now in his sixth season, believes that the Gaiters 
will return to the National Championship tournament this year.

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STINGERS FACE YORK AND TORONTO AT HOME THIS WEEKEND 


Men‘s Hockey Update: The Stingers’ record stands at 6-11 in the O.UAA. after a 5-3 loss to 
Wilfrid Laurier and a 5-2 loss to Waterloo, both of whom were ranked in the top 5 nationally. 
Captain Richard Laplante (Boucherville, Que.) recorded two goals and one assist in the two 
games. He has scored a goal in four of his last five games. Right Winger Fabien Perras 
(Fleurimont, Que.) , who just joined two other Champlain College Alumni, Danny Desabrais 
(Quyon, Gue.) and Jeff Gill (Lennoxville, Que.) , had two assists in the loss to Laurier. 


This Week: Paul Arsenault, with 592 career victories, will have two important home games 
against the York Yeomen (January 26, 7:30 pm) and the Toronto Yarsity Blues (January 27, 
2:00). The Friday night game will be broadcast live on CIRL (650 AM and 88.5 FM Cable}. 


A Quick Look at York: The Yeomen lead the O.UAA. East with a record of 11-3-1. This will 
be the second time that the Stingers meet York having lost 6-3 in North York two weeks ago. 
Since 1975, the Yeomen have won six of eleven matches. York is 2-1 in the new year having 
lost to Ottawa (7-2) while defeating the Stingers and crosstown rival Toronto. 

The defending national champions are ina rebuilding year under coach Graham 
Wise. The Yeomen have only three players who played on the two previous national champions. 
Defenseman Guy Girouard leads the Yeomen in scoring with 22 points. Other key players 
include winger Luciano Fagioli, centre Kevin Bonello and goaltender Ted Mieiczarek. 


A Quick Look at Toronto: The Blues come to Montreal having won 3 of their 4. games in 
1990 defeating Ottawa, Windsor and Brock by a combined score of 25-3. Their only loss came 
at the hands of York, 7-4. In the Stingers only previous game against the Blues, they lost 6-6 
in the Duracell tournament at Toronto. The series record stands at 12- 17-1 in Toronto's 
favour. The Blues are currently in fourth place in the 0.U.A.A. East with a record of 7-8-0 and 
stand only two points ahead of the Stingers. 

The Blues are coached by Paul Titanic who is in his fifth year behind the bench. 
This year the Blues have 13 veterans including goaltender Paul Henriques who stopped 29 
shots in an 8-0 shutout of Windsor recently. Centre Steve Boyd is again leading the team in 
scoring with 27 points while Dave MacLean is following closely with 24 points. Coach Titanic 
believes that the Blues have “ much greater depth and more of a balanced scoring attack 
compared to last season", when the Blues did not make the playoffs.
